Vauxhall would kill for to out- 
sell with the Corsa. But before 
it can do that, the junior 

eneral must first prove itself 
to be a better car. 

To represent the Corsa we 
chose not the most exciting 
version, the GSi (about which 
you can read James T'homas's 
thoughts on p45) but the most 
interesting — the entry-level 
Merit 1.2 fitted with Vauxhall’s 
latest 'E-Drive' 44bhp engine. 
The interest has absolutely 
nothing to do with mind-alter- 
ing illegal substances, although 


selling close to 500,000 cars a 
year throughout Europe. Put 
another way, that’s a massive 
20 per cent more than the not 
unpopular Nova managed even 
in its heyday. 

No small car ever looked 
more capable of doing so either. 
On paper it would appear to 
have everything, including an 
unprecedented level of safety 
in such a small car. From day 
one it will come with impact 
beams in the doors, front and 
rear adjustable seatbelt mounts, 
seatbelt pre-tensioners and 


anti-submarining seats, which 
stop you sliding down into the 
footwell in a heavy frontal acci- 
dent. And from November all 
models will get the option of a 
driver’s side airbag. Also there’s 
a pollen filter built into the 
ventilation system, which has 
a unique (for this class of car) 
recirculation switch.

For although the Corsa is far, 
far more than just a pretty face, 

e looks of the thing are 
nevertheless most likely to be 
what captures the hearts and 
imaginations, along with the 
cheque signatures of the buying 
public. Even on film it comes 
across as instantly lovable, 
immediately wantable; in the 
metal you'll just have to believe 
us for the time being when we 
say it is better still. 

Perhaps more startling 15 that 
what lies underneath GM 
Europe design chief Hideo 
Kadama's wonderful new 


RSA is easily the best-looking 
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interpret the messages being 
fired at them down the throttle 
cable, and the result blunts 
the Corsa's appeal as a town 
tickler. 

As you can imagine, this did 
little to endear it to us on more 
open roads, either. Except that 
under wider throttle openings 
the responses seem somehow 
crisper than before. Either way, 
it doesn’t take many miles to 
realise the Corsa, certainly in 
this guise, is fighting an uphill 
battle when fitted with an 
engine whose roots can be 
traced back to the late ’70s. It 
might be a little unfair to say

The previous night Vauxhall 
chassis ace Helmut Stoll had 
explained how the absence of 
anti-roll bars makes the 1.2 
the pick of the range when it 
comes to ride comfort, and he's 
right. It is outstanding over ም 
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< the styling doesn’t get you 
first then the interior (also 
designed by Kadama and his 
talented Studio 6 team) almost 
certainly will. | 

e head into the town, into 
the angry rush hour traffic, and 
straight away I've got mixed 
feelings about the Corsa. On 
the one hand, the ride verges on 
the extraordinary for such a 
small car. One of the main 
design briefs was to create more 
space in the back seats and the 
logical way to achieve that was 
to increase the wheelbase, 
which was a godsend for the 
chassis engineers. 

On the other hand, the econ- 
omy-minded 1.2-litre version 
has been made to eschew 
power steering to keep the cost 
down; it isn't even available as 
an option. And gone, too, are 
the front and rear anti-roll bars 
that appear on all other models. 
The result isn’t altogether 
successful. 

The main problem — and 
it's not one that can be dis- 


missed easily — is the weight of 


the steering. It's hard work in 
the slow early-morning Seville 
traffic, really hard work — a 
consequence of both the car's 
high overall weight and 
Vauxhall's desire to give the car 
good high-speed stability. 

The Micra, some 70kg 
lighter, feels immediately more 
nimble and manageable by 
comparison because its steering 
is both lighter and more direct. 
And even the Fiesta, with the 
same ponderous four and a bit 
turns lock to lock as the Corsa, 
has the advantage of the new- 
comer in downtown Seville, 
purely because less muscle is 
required to twirl the wheel. 

Sadly, another frustration 
rears its head early on too — 
the Corsa’s engine. Although it 
fires first time and settles down 
to a good steady idle, it doesn’t 
pick up as cleanly as either 
of the other two motors, 
especially the Micra’s peppy 
16-valver. Nor is it as quiet 
when accelerating in and out 
of the enthusiastic early-morn- 
ing flow. 

It’s all about the response 
on offer when opening up the 
throttle and aiming for a gap. In 
the Micra (55bhp) it is razor 
sharp and allows us to go with 
even the most committed 
Sevillian drivers. In the Fiesta 
(49bhp) it’s adequate, but in 
the Corsa there’s an initial dead 
patch before the car acceler- 
ates. It’s almost as if the 
engine’s electronics are taking 
longer than they should to

Never 
let it be said, though, that the 
Fiesta is a bad car, because it 
isn’t. It proved that time and 
time again in Spain, even if 
it failed to dominate in any 
specific area. 

Not even when we parked 
the cars at the side of the road 
and jumped into the back seats 
(to test the accommodation, 
thank you). But to be honest, 
we never expected it to. The 
Corsa was designed above all 
else to be roomy, and even in 
three-door guise it pulverises 
the Fiesta and makes the once 
space-efficient Micra feel 
decidedly tight inside. 

Considering the amount of 
road space the Corsa occupies 
— it’s just 34mm (that's 1.3ins) 
longer than the Micra yet 
14mm shorter than the Ford 
— the room inside is quite 
remarkable. 

You don’t notice it up front, 
except for the extra 43mm of 
headroom it liberates over the 
Micra, 10mm more than the 
Fiesta. Yet from the rear seats 
you can’t help but be aware of 
the difference. The Corsa has 
whole inches more leg, knee 
and elbow room than either of 
its rivals and there’s a fraction 
more air between head and roof 
lining, too. The end result 
leaves you with the impression 
that it offers the interior space 
of cars half a class higher. 

Even Vauxhall partly admits 
the Corsa is so successful that it 
is in danger of stepping on the 
Astra's toes. However, the one 
aspect that stops it doing so 5 
boot space. Superminis always 
have fairly tight boots, and 
while the Corsa's 15 bigger than 
most — Fiesta's and 15 
included — it can't compete 
with the Astra all the way down 
the line. 

At this point in our test the 
Corsa was looking good, but 
we hadn't finished yet. We 
hadn't, for example, given any 
of them a real workout to see 
precisely how quick they were.

most fidgety. Driving the three 
of them back to back over 
the nuggety, twisting Spanish 
mountain roads, the Micra 
lets slip something none of us 
had fully realised before: that 
under these circumstances its 
lack of weight is a distinct 
disadvantage. 

And that 15 where the Corsa 
scores a bull's-eye. At which 
point our impression of the 
Vauxhall changed for the 
better. Travelling quickly over 
the same mountain road and at 
the same speed, the Corsa's 
chassis in is a different league 
from the Micra’s. Not merely 


even up the balance. But it 
isn’t. Not by a long chalk. 
lhere's an argument which 
says that ultimate performance 
is insignificant in cars as lowly 
as these, and the argument 
makes a good point. But as we 
discovered on our final sprint 
back to the airport, the Corsa in 
fourth gear couldn't keep up 
with the Micra in top — and 
it struggled to maintain its 
station even in third. ‘There 15 a 
hne line between what is 
acceptable and what 1s not, and 
the Corsa teeters precariously 
on the brink. 

It feels so slow that over- 
taking on typical British A and 
B-roads will require deep 
forward planning, and there's 
no excuse for that. Even 
compared with the Fiesta it 
felt lethargic, noisy and over- 
geared when asked to perform 
properly, an impression that 
the long-winded and frankly 
unpleasant gearshift did little 
to alleviate. 

And that, sadly, 15 where the 
Corsa stumbles irretrievably in 
the face of the Micra, if not 
the Fiesta. Dynamically it just 
isn't good enough, despite a 
chassis that in certain areas 
is the best of a good bunch, 
especially in the ride quality 
it achieves. And the Nissan 
Micra, with its more manage- 
able town manners, lighter 
steering, vastly superior engine 
and gearbox, better economy 
and swifter performance, tells 
vou why. 

Ihe ironic (and frustrating) 
part of it all 15 that Vauxhall not 
only knows this but also has the 
means to all but right the Corsa 
1.2 overnight. It is stuck with 
the engine, but the steering it 
could fix almost entirely by 
using the already developed 
power-assisted set-up. And the 
gearshift could be cured by 
adapting the delightful new 
F15 gearbox, which currently 
only appears in the brilliant 
(፲51 16v. It would cost more, 
obviously, but the word 15 that 
the Corsa, as it stands, will 
undercut most of its opposition 
anyway. 

That leaves Vauxhall with a 
choice. Either it can run with 
the car as it is — a gorgeous- 
looking, space-efficient but 
dynamically under-achieving 
middle-of-the-road supermini. 
Or it could reduce its profit 
margin by a few pounds, add a 
little to the price and end up 
toting a product that 1s as good 
to drive as it 1s to look at. Mr 
Kadama's shape, after all, 
deserves nothing less. 
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ዳ to cause an upset, but it was 
still disappointing to discover 
that, at the end of our test, it 
was the Micra, not the Corsa, 
that had proved most frugal. 
We drove all three cars hard, 
harder than any owner is 
likely to, and the Fiesta came 
off worst, stringing just 
32.7 miles between each gallon 
of sın plomo to the Corsa’s 
34.1 and the Micra’s 35.3. 
Under normal circumstances 
you can expect to add at least 
lOmpg to each of those figures, 
but that still doesn't stop the 
smaller-engined Micra coming 
out on top.

Yet it is immensely 
reassuring in its forgiving chas- 
sis responses. It may not give 
that ultimate degree of driver 
satisfaction like the Clio 16v, 
but it has a talent band a mile 
wide. And with looks like that, 
the I-want-one factor comes 
guaranteed. 


transpires that there had been 
radical proposals from Lotus, 
but they would have been too 
expensive and time consuming 
— the Corsa took just three 
years to conceive. 
Nevertheless, the chassis 1s 
just terrific, making the GSi one 
of the most enjoyable hot 
hatches to drive since the 
Renault Clio 16v and the 
Peugeot 106 XSi, both of 
which were selected as bench- 
marks during the GSi’s devel- 
opment. Despite what Stoll 
says, the GSi feels softer than 
the model it supersedes, 
although body roll is more 
noticeable from outside than 
inside the car, thanks to the 
extremely supportive new sports 


seats, finished in grey with red 


squiggles. A height adjuster 
and plenty of fore/aft 
travel should help most 
drivers to find a comfort- 
able driving position with 
headroom being especially 
generous. Two wonderfully 
clear dials, a revcounter and a 
speedometer, dominate the 
small instrument binnacle 
which, sadly, supplies no more 
information (like oil tempera- 
ture or pressure) than that of 
the next most sporty model in 
the range, the 81bhp, 108mph 
1.4 SRi. 

So much for the small talk. 
The roads have widened and 
visibility has improved so I 
snick the stubby lever from 
fourth to third and open up the 
new engine. It revs cleanly and 
enthusiastically to the 6400rpm 
red line and with an exceptional 
set of mannners that put the old 
single-cam, eight-valve motor 
to shame. Levels of noise, 
vibration and harshness are of 
a completely different order to 
the old car's, as 1s the snappy, 
precise shift quality of the 
new F15 gearbox. It's a driver's 
car all right. 

Turning into a corner the 
power-assisted steering feels 
light and direct, extremely 
sharp in its responses. In 
an attempt to make the car 
feel more responsive, the 
steering rack ratio was reduced 
halfway through the develop- 
ment programme, from 18:1 
to 16:1, to give just 2.8 instead 
of 3.2 turns between the 
GSi's locks. |

The best news about the 
Impreza is that underneath its 
unusual lines lurks a subtly 
reworked version of the excel- 
lent Legacy chassis tweaked to 
give the Impreza a more sporty 
feel. Even better, the car’s 
dynamics have been developed 
by Masaru Katsurada, general 
manager of vehicle develop- 
ment at Subaru and father of 
the Legacy. 

Katsurada got a useful start 
thanks to the Impreza’s stiffer 
bodyshell. He added larger 
diameter MacPherson struts 
front and rear, with lighter 
L-shaped transverse link struts. 
Longer wheel travel and 
upgraded shock absorbers, plus 
more negative camber for the 
rear suspension, all aim to

Pegaso’s old supercar as a flag- 
waving exercise was generated 
by an Englishman and a 
Spaniard. Jim Mason, former- 
ly of Vauxhall and Leyland, 
joined Pegaso as technical 
director in 1987. His product 
planning manager, Manuel 
Lage, who was wildly enthusi- 
astic about old  Pegasos, 
dreamed up the notion and 
Mason sold it to the company. 

Partly through coincidence, 
Mason is now IAD'Ss director of 
international operations, so he 
has seen both the inspiration 
and the fruition. 

"Spanish people, 
in my judgement, 
always seem to think 
that other European 
countries do things 
better," says Mason. 

"Although  Peg- 
aso's trucks and 
buses have always 
been robustly engi- 
neered because 
local conditions are 
harsh, there was a strong fear 
that plenty of buyers would 
chose foreign commercial vehi- 
cles. So the car, we thought, 
would be one way to remind 
people of Spain's strong tech- 
nical base." 

The prettiest of three Pegaso 
cars owned by the company, a 
Serra-bodied Z103 Spyder, 
was selected as the model to 
work from. IAD 
was chosen bec- 
ause there was no 
Spanish company 
capable of the 
job, echoing the 
old days when 
Pegaso went 
abroad to ከበበ 
creative engineer- 
ing skills. 

IAD’s brief was 
to capture the 
Z103's character 
but to make the 
new car legal and 
driveable. No 
drawings of the 
Serra body were 
available, so it 
had to be copied 
by moulds and 
measurements. Early in this 
process, they discovered that 
the hand-made steel body of 
the original wasn’t truly sym- 
metrical. Should the imperfec- 
tions be retained for the new 
steel bodies? Why, of course...

The new Pegaso is too 
sophisticated to be described as 
a replica. Beneath its faithful 
exterior lies a car which has 
been engineered to blend mod- 
ern components with tradi- 
tional hand-crafted quality. 

In the wrong hands, the 
project could have emerged as 
a crass caricature of the origi- 
nal. But IAD's intelligent inter- 
pretation has resulted in a 
machine which captures the 
character of an old Pegaso, yet 
meets type approval require- 
ments and drives like a mod- 
ernised classic. 

The mechanical 
essentials follow 
tradition. Original 
Pegasos used a V8 
engine, rear-mount- 
ed transaxle gearbox 
and de Dion rear 
suspension, all man- 
ufactured in-house.

emissions standards would 
have been insurmountable, so 
the layout is copied using a 
3.9-litre Rover V8 engine 
(complete with Pegaso identity 
on the rocker covers) driving 
through an Alfa Romeo 
transaxle and de Dion system.

JUST AS THE MODERN PEGASO WAS CONCEIVED AS A 
promotion for Spain, so the original cars grew out of a desire tO 
demonstrate the country’s industrial stature. The reality was 
rather different, for the Spain of the late 1940s was on its knees 
economically after a devastating civil war. 

As part of a government-created industrial holding group， 
Institucion Nacional de Industria (INI), Pegaso was briefed to 
hark back to the engineering prowess of pre-war Hispano-Suiza 
by building an exotic sports car. 

It was to be designed by Wifredo Ricart, a Spaniard with whom 
Enzo Ferrari had crossed swords when they were both involved 
in Alfa Romeo’s pre-war racing campaigns. This old adversary, 
who Ferrari pettily dubbed Vilfredo in his memoirs, would 
engineer a family of cars to pitch against Maranello’s best. 

The first Pegaso Z102 was launched at the 1951 Paris Salon, 
and was a remarkable car for its time. It was powered by an 
all-alloy two-litre V8 
engine with four chain- 
driven overhead cam- 
Shafts and dry sump 
lubrication. A five- 
speed gearbox was 
incorporated in the rear 
axle, suspension was 
by torsion bars and the 
rear end was by de 
Dion. Power output was 
initially 180bhp, but grew with engine size over the years. 

No two Pegasos were quite the same, for all the cars — Z102 
and Z103 models — were bodied by specialist coachbuilders 
in a range of individual coupe and convertible styles. Five 
enlarged engines were developed in capacities of up to 
4.7 litres, carburation on the most exotic specifications was by 
eight Webers, and a handful of cars were even supercharged. 

Pegaso was always a low-volume manufacturer, producing 
about 20 cars a year. The cars were so much Ricart’s personal 
offspring that their manufacture ceased completely when 
the great engineer retired in 1958. Although Seat has since 
emerged as a manufacturer in its own right, Spain has never 
again reached the automotive heights of the Pegaso years.
